This facility is in such poor 
shape that it is almost a shame to call 
it an airport. While most of us may never

that some sort of priority 
could be placed on doing something 
about th# local runway. 
A number of local citizens have 
spent a considerable amount of time 
and money in making several improve­ 
ments at the field but it has reached 
the point where it is time for the city 
to take over from here.
